Having been fortunate enough to have known Jim and Jack as friends during the last years of their 
lives, | read the review of the video Jim loves Jack (airing on Pridevision Aug. 31) with great interest. Jamie 
Wilson did a good job of relating the type of relationship that Jim and Jack had. A type of relationship 
that was illegal for thirty some years until homosexuality was de-criminalized in 1969. In fact, the type 
of relationship that many heterosexual couples probably yearn for. 


Unfortunately, Jamie never met Jim and Jack (simply “J and J” to those ofus that knew them). So | 
would like to add a little if | may. Jamie suggests that James Egan would likely be shocked at the title 
“Canada’s first gay activist”. In fact, Jim collaborated in the production of a book titled Challenging the 
Conspiracy of Silence: My life as a Canadian Gay Activist, compiled and edited by Donald W. Mcleod, published 
by the Canadian Lesbian and Gay Archives and Homewood Books in 1998. 


Jamie also seems to suggest that Jim never ran for public office. In fact in 1981 “[Jim] Egan was 
elected as a regional director for Electoral Area B of the Regional District of Comox-Strathcona. He was 
the first openly gay man living in an openly gay relationship to be elected to public office in Canada. Egan 
was re-elected twice and served from 1981 until 1993, when he decided not to stand for re-election” 
(Appendix A from Challenging the Conspiracy of Silence: My life as a Canadian Gay Activist). 


Jim was not only a gay activist, he stood also for the environment. It was through his efforts as a 
Regional Board member that Seal Bay Regional Park was set aside as a natural reserve area and trails 
were constructed to preserve and protect this area. He was also greatly concerned and involved in 
protecting the natural habitat for the Bald Eagles which are indigenous to this area. 

This remarkable couple lived long enough to celebrate their fiftieth anniversary together. | thought 
my parents did well to maintain their commitment to each other for fifty years plus. | was in awe that, 
despite the adversity that society threw their way, these two men had reached this plateau. Unfortunately 
Jim passed away a year or so later, followed not much later by his partner Jack. They lived their lives 
together till “death did them part”. 

By the time this gets printed the video will have aired. | hope that everyone enjoyed and felt inspi- 
ration from the video.

Columnist Catherine Ford believes gay marriages will 
happen in Alberta

It seems appropriate on a Sunday to talk about matters of faith and family—because Sunday 
is the Christian day of worship and some of the loudest objections to gay marriage come from 
believers. 


They are appalled at a recent court decision that the fences erected around the institution 
to exclude homosexuals are unconstitutional. (Such fences, including “reserving” marriage for 
one man and one woman, and trying to fob off couples with the idea of a “registered partner- 
ship” were clearly never going to pass court muster in a country where the highest moral law 
is equality of treatment.) 


It also is amusing the loudest voices promoting the sanctity of man/woman marriage come 
from the Christian tradition, which accepted the wedding vows rather reluctantly. 


“Catholic scholars believe it was imposed on a reluctant church,’ according to The Woman’s 
Encyclopedia of Myths and Secrets. Indeed, the early Christians condemned the notion of 
cleaving to a woman. “St. Augustine flatly stated that marriage is a sin ... St. Paul damned 
marriage with faint praise, remarking that to marry was only better than to burn.” 


As for those pious politicians who invoke marriage’s ‘sanctity,’ it would be best if they chose 
a word that does not mean “‘inviolate,” or else ensured there was not a divorce blotting their 
escutcheon. 


Regardless of ancient saints and modern poltroons, marriage has evolved in both the 
opinion of the church and the attitude of the public to something inherently moral and desir- 
able. 


And it is. Therefore, why should any couple be proscribed from joining in the foundation of 
society through the belief their relationship is less valid than another? 


Extremists will always argue the morality of their particular position based on divine law, as 
if that “law” does not change with the time as inexorably as the secular ones. In early 
Christianity, Syrian churches limited membership to celibate men and baptism to those men 
still virginal. 


With the affirmation of equality and human rights of all men and women, legislation that 
limits human rights based on arbitrary morality or religion is inevitably struck down. 


| cannot understand the argument that letting more couples into the marriage tent 
somehow pushes other unions out, or makes the sacrament of marriage less important. 


If anything, the legalization of relationships strengthens the institution and importance of 
marriage. 


Marriage and the family it creates and the children it protects and nurtures are the corner- 
stone of society. 


“Marriage constrains undisciplined behaviour and offers support and emotional ties that 
make for the kind of order enabling people to live in close proximity. Marriage is the founda- 
tion of community and the means through which involvement in civic activities and church 
groups is promoted,” says Robert Putnam, in Bowling Alone:The Collapse and Revival of American 
Community. The decline in church attendance and political involvement can be charted by the 
decline in the nuclear family. 
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It would seem that it isn’t the institution of marriage that should be changed, but the defini- 
tion. 


It is precisely because of its importance and significance that gays and lesbians want to be 
allowed to marry. And, regardless of the objections of the Alberta government, regardless of 
the “promise” to use the notwithstanding clause, regardless a slim majority of Albertans are 
offended by the idea of homosexual unions, it will happen in this country and in this province. 


To make the religious, rather than the logical argument: It will happen because God is not 
exclusive. Never mind many of us were raised in religions that thought their beliefs to be the 
only ones approved on high. Never mind such religions discriminated against the handicapped, 
the dim-witted, the slow and unsteady, against anyone who wasn’t a perfect human. Never 
mind women were the prime evil, except for mothers and wives and sisters. Real Christians, 
those who hear the true message of the Word Made Flesh, understand the complex theology 
and thinking that believes all people are equally loved by a God who is all things. 


This is not a difficult concept. 


This is also real life,as opposed to fine thoughts from the pulpit on a Sunday morning. This 
is embracing the next-door neighbours who might well be Adam and Steve. This is making the 
argument for strengthening marriage, not diluting it: that the more couples who are married, 
in the eyes of God and of mankind, the stronger the institution is, the happier our society can 
be, and the more stable, orderly and prosperous we all are. 


The idea of blocking gays and lesbians in committed relationships, or even ones who want, 
like millions of their heterosexual counterparts, to practice a kind of serial monogamy makes 
no sense. 


It’s as simple as that. Let everyone get married who wants to. Make it the largest tent we 
can find. It’s the best guarantee of our collective happiness, stability and prosperity. W

If | ever needed proof that it’s easier to take the boy out of Alberta than it is to take 
Alberta out of the boy, | got it in spades on Aug. 21. 


That, of course, was the day that Jean Chretien announced that he will eventually step 
down as leader of the Liberal party and Prime Minister of Canada—if he lives long 
enough, that is. 


When | first heard that news, (for a single, brief, if not so shining moment) it was as if 
I'd never left Alberta, as if the past sixteen years had never happened. Despite the fact 
that over those sixteen years, I’ve developed a grudging respect, though certainly no great 
affection for the tough little street fighter from Shawinigan, the news that he was leaving 
office left me, as I’m sure it left the majority of Albertans, absolutely exultant in a way that 
most of our fellow Canadians might have difficulty understanding.

But frankly, that’s an image that’s gotten more than a little tired over time as Chretien 
steadfastly and adroitly sidestepped gay issues and controversy at every turn, leaving it to 
the courts to make the tough social decisions that have been not just his responsibility 
but his mandate as the elected leader of a “liberal” party. 


Today, even if Chretien were to pull an about face on his government's appeal of a court 
ruling in favour of gay marriages, it would be yet another case of closing the barn door 
long after the horse has bolted. 


When he legalized homosexuality, Trudeau was leading public opinion. He thereby 
ensured a legacy as a social humanitarian that will remain unsullied long after the National 
Energy Program falls off the page as a footnote. 


Petit Jean, on the other hand, has left things in limbo so long that public opinion, it 
seems has got ahead of him—the latest polls report that only forty-three percent of 
Canadian oppose gay unions, while the remaining fifty-seven percent either endorse them 
or don’t care. So, the most he can hope to salvage from this situation is the appearance 
that he is at least following public opinion—and he’s going to have to do it pretty quickly 
to get even that out of the situation. 


For any leader, that’s a sad position to be in, but for a so-called liberal and Liberal leader, 
it’s appalling. As a lawyer, as a lifelong Liberal, as a sometimes social liberal, even as a 
human being, Chretien must surely realize that in waiting to move to the fore on an issue 
of human rights until the majority of his constituents were on-side he has abrogated any 
slim right he had to call himself a leader. In the end, it might just be that Chretien’s most 
abiding legacy is in the eighteen months of lead time he’s given Canadians between the 
announcement of his retirement and his actually exiting office. 


It is a limited time frame, admittedly, but one that is surely large enough for a 
committed gay community and its supporters to bring enough pressure and shame to 
bear on the outgoing government that it will finally allow us to take our place in Canadian 
society as complete equals. 


Just like they've been promising us for years. W

Picture the scene... It's early November, and you're rushing out the door to get to work 
on time. It’s still pretty dark, but the clouds are letting through just enough light to confirm 
that dull and depressing is definitely the weather order of the day. Looking out your car 
window as the first raindrops bounce off your windshield, you curse the Canadian weather 
gods and wonder aloud exactly how summer slipped away so quickly this year... 


Well for a group of 700 Canadians, such problems will be a distant memory (at least until 
2003!) because come November, the summer will only just be beginning. While most of us 
are packing away our Halloween costumes for another year (unimpressed that at least ten 
other people also showed up at the bar dressed as a member of the Osbourne family!) a 
dedicated group of athletes will be making their way across the Pacific to represent their 
sport, their country, their sexuality and themselves at the 2002 Gay Games in Sydney, 
Australia. 


‘Under New Skies’ is the theme for this year’s event (‘Under Sunnier Skies’ would 
probably be more accurate, but we'll respect their right to use poetic licence and let it slide!) 
at which over 13,000 contenders from around the world will descend on the city for a two- 
week extravaganza of sports, friendship, and fun. 


So, you might wonder, how exactly do these lucky athletes get chosen to skip two weeks 
of our winter and instead jet off to a beachside hotel on the other side of the world? 


Actually, there’s no real selection process. In fact, the best way to get a place in the Sydney 
Games is to do it the old fashioned way—by joining a team! Well, sleeping with someone 
on the organising committee would probably work too, but for most Canadian athletes, the 
road to Sydney begins with an allegiance to one of the nation’s four Gay Games factions: Team 
Toronto, Team Vancouver, Team Calgary and Equipe Montreal. Competitors are obviously 
free to make the trip independently, especially if the commute to one of the four cities isn’t 
practical (Stand up all athletes in Nunavut!) but most chose to proudly bear the crest of one 
of the four organisations. 


The teams’ role is essentially to make life easier for the athletes. Remember, the Gay 
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Games are literally open to anyone who wishes to compete, irrelevant of age, gender, 
sexuality or even talent, In theory, you don’t have to know a crescent kick from a crescent 
moon to compete in Martial Arts events, you can be grossly out of shape and still compete 
in the physique contests, and you can absolutely suck at table tennis, and still ping your pong 
for all the gay world to see. Of course, athletes generally only make the trip when they're 
actually decent at their chosen sport, and that’s where the teams’ role begins. 


The teams provide a platform where you can train with your peers in a non-discrimina- 
tory environment, develop and gauge your talent, and establish whether you should actually 
be out on the field or maybe stick to cheering from the stands. They coordinate training facil- 
ities, social events and fundraisers, all the while allowing you to meet people who share a 
passion and enthusiasm for your game of choice. 


Going overseas to compete can be a pretty daunting undertaking, but it becomes much 
less of a burden when there’s a governing body that’s been there and done that, can help 
coordinate your travel and accommodation, and best of all, send you over with fellow 
athletes who not only speak your language, but probably frequent the same bars! 


Of course, the team’s role goes far beyond moral support and advice-they help breed top 
Canadian athletes, with an ultimate goal of kicking ass, taking names and winning so many 
golds that the organisers have to start paying royalties to the composer of O Canada. Make 
no mistake about it, taking part is the most important thing of all, but winning is pretty damn 
high on Team Canada’s ‘To Do’ list this year. 


One group that’s likely to bring home some precious metal is the Vancouver squad, who 
will comprise almost half of the Canadian contingent. It’s expected 350 will make the trek 
from BC to Sydney, a far cry from their initial (and more conservative) estimate. “We were 
hoping to send about |50 people over,” says Kevin Griffin, the media rep for Team Vancouver 
“But it just kept growing and growing. We're now sending two soccer teams, two hockey 
teams, a men and women’s baseball team, skaters, physique competitors, dancers, bowlers, a 
water polo team, the list goes on”. 


For the most part, the group will be made up of recreational athletes, though there are 
obviously some who take their sports a little more seriously. One of the most prominent 
members of the Van City posse is Marc Samson, a former member of the Canadian national 
track and field team. Samson, whose Gay Games tally includes gold in both the long jump 
and discus events, is going one step further this time around: he’s sharing his experience and 
skills as the official trainer of the Vancouver crew. 


“The only way to get an experience of this level is to make it to the Olympic or 
Commonwealth Games”;he says, pointing out that if it weren’t for the Games, most of the 
participants would never get to compete at such a high-profile event. “It’s all about partici- 
pation and personal best’. 


While Samson may have the advantage of years of professional experience, one of his 
team-mates easily takes the title of Gay Games veteran. Erik Graff, a Vancouver track and 
field competitor, now in his fifties, has competed at every edition of the Gay Games since the 
event's inception in 1982. Sydney 2002 will be his sixth visit to the Games, which have 
brought him to five cities in three continents over the years. And yes, Erik will be putting on 
his spikes and taking to the track once again come November. There's just no stopping some 
people... 


All indications seem to point towards the strongest showing ever for Vancouver's contin- 
gent of men and women, who are anxious to incur serious excess baggage charges because 
of all the gold they’ll be carrying on the flight back to the homeland. According to Kevin 
Griffin though, his squad has a secondary mission on their trip down under—they aim to be 
declared the best-dressed team at the Gay Games. 


Apparently dressing for success is pretty serious business in the world of competitive 
sports. “We easily had the best uniforms in Amsterdam,” Griffin laughs, before hastily adding 
the design of this year’s kit will remain top secret until the opening ceremonies. There's even 
speculation that the New York team attempted to contact the Vancouver designers to 
“borrow” their concepts, but Team Vancouver seem confident they'll come out on top (at 
least in this one unofficial event) no matter what. 


As the countdown continues, the training and hype is beginning to reach fever pitch, not 
just in Vancouver, but right across Canada. In just eight weeks, those 700 athletes will be 
getting ready to experience a long, long flight, followed by a once-in-a-lifetime series of events 
which will put them smack in the middle of the international spotlight, if only for a few 
minutes. 


Win, lose, or draw, our Canadian boys and girls will come home with far more than novelty 
boomerangs and wicked tans. They’ll be packing an experience they'll never forget and 
memories that will last a lifetime. 


Taking part is what it’s all about in Sydney. Although then again, some nice shiny medals 
might help lessen the blow of returning to that cold Canadian winter... W

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Calling the Copps

The Honourable Sheila Copps is 
one politician who truly seems to 
recognize that Canada’s majority is 
comprised of a great many hyphen- 
| ated minorities, each contributing in 
its Own way to the overall person- 
ality of the country. As Heritage 
Minister, Copps is charged with 
what is, at times, surely a daunting 
task: nurturing and protecting the 
very things that make Canada 
Canadian. Even though her 
portfolio is classi- 
fied as Heritage, it 
deals much more 
with the present 
and future of our 
nation—something 
which Copps__ is 
clearly passionate about in discus- 
2 i sion. The day following Prime 
Minister Chretien’s retirement announcement, Copps slipped away from the media mob 
for a quick, exclusive chat with Outlooks about her role as a politician, the value of 
reflecting diversity in cultural institutions and her track record on GLBT issues.

Outlooks: For those readers who may not be familiar with the parameters of your 
portfolio, could you elaborate a little bit on what your position as Heritage Minister 
entails? 


Copps: Well, in a sense the department was an amalgamation of five different 
departments, kind of a reflection of Canada. It’s culture and nature, sports and arts, 
minorities and majorities—I think it really is a reflection of Canada as a whole. I’m 
responsible for national parks, developing and deepening the roots of the country, 
film and television; it’s very broad. 


Outlooks: Do you feel certain responsibility as Heritage Minister to try to keep 
us from becoming too influenced by American culture? Do you think it’s important 
for us to really embrace our “Canadian-ness”? 


Copps: | think it’s hugely important and | think the government of Canada plays a 
role in that. If you look at the CBC, it’s been extremely important in developing an 
identity that links us from west to east. In the old days, it was transportation that 
kept us united; now it’s really the information system. Part of the department's 
mandate is to develop Canadian content on the Internet and be the connector 
between Canadians. For example, we're linking all the museums in Canada; it’s pretty 
challenging, but we’re going to be the first country in the world to digitize and put 
all the collections from our museums up as part of the Virtual Museums of Canada 
initiative. We're a country that can do it because we have a strong belief that the 
public sector has a role to play in cultural development. What’s ironic is that America 
is probably one of a few countries that doesn’t have a cultural policy. However, their 
entertainment industry is huge and its tentacles are everywhere, so we've really got 
to fight to keep our cultural voices and faces. 


Outlooks: What sort of legacy would you like to leave in terms of your role as 
Heritage Minister? 


Copps: Well, that Canadians know each other better because of the work that we 
do. Also,| think another important piece of Canadian Heritage should be that it truly 
reflects the diversity of Canada. When | became the minister, there was a great 
emphasis placed on the English and the French, and not much about anybody else. 
We've really worked hard to bring aboriginal people in, and to give gays and lesbians 
a direct role in the development of Heritage policy. With minority communities in 
general, we wanted them to feel like they’re full partners in Canada—which they are. 
When you look at something like PrideVision—that’s one of the things that came out 
of the mandate | gave to the CRTC, that they should be more reflective of the diver- 
sity of Canada. That makes a difference in how people see themselves, not just 
through books and magazines but through television, which is a very powerful 
medium for self-affirmation. If you don’t see your role models on shows, you feel as 
though you're not a full partner. 


Outlooks: When you were in Calgary recently, Brian Huskins organized an 
informal gathering that brought you face-to-face with various community leaders, 
including those from the GLBT community; do you feel it’s important to have cultural 
ambassadors, for lack of a better term, to help connect you with the many commu- 
nities and cultures that make up our nation? 


Copps: Oh, | think it’s really important. There’s such a bubbling development of 
cultures and communities across Canada right now, if you have some kind of “ambas- 
sador” it really helps you get right to the people. This is absolutely input-based. 


Outlooks: Now, | know that when you were at that meeting you referred to the 
issue of gay marriage as rather a “why not?” situation; that was quite a step for a 
federal politician, wasn’t it? 


Copps: Oh, I’ve always believed it—in fact, in 1982 | was the member to put forth 
the first piece of legislation on sexual orientation as a prohibited grounds for 
discrimination outside the province of Québec. | moved the motion in 1982, when 
we were in the process of amending the Ontario Human Rights Code; | was the critic 
then. | had no support from my caucus; | was supported by the NDP and had no 
support in my government. I’ve always believed that when you speak about equality, 
it has to be expressed in all institutions, including the institution of the contract of 
marriage. 


Outlooks: Have you received much flak about your views, then? 


Copps: It’s interesting: if you look at where we are now it’s amazing how far the 
country has evolved in the last twenty years. When | moved that resolution in 1982, 
| basically had things “thrown in my window”, things said, letters written. | had a 
religious person who dropped pamphlets in my riding threatening to ‘take me out’. 
It was very ugly. Nowadays, people are a lot more open and informed. I’ve been 
amazed at the positive feedback that I’ve received. | think the country’s a different 
place than it was twenty years ago and | think television, role models and the experi- 
ences we've had in promoting diversity have all really helped with that. 


Outlooks: Obviously marriage is not included within your portfolio, so you were 
speaking out as an individual who believed in something, | take it? 


Copps: Well, | think it’s important for the next generation to know that we are 
truly equal. In fact, in just coming out of the Liberal caucus we've had some very 
passionate discussions about it. I’m very good friends with Laurier Lapierre, who | 
think was the first broadcaster to declare his orientation back in the ‘80s. And when 
Svend Robinson declared his orientation | was right there with him. | was never 
afraid. As a woman, I'd say there’s a definite gender difference in how people view 
these things and | think women are a lot more supportive—probably because we've 
been underdogs ourselves. You know, in Parliament you're kind of “on the edge”: even 
if you are a cabinet minister you're not really perceived as being one of the boys— 
because you're not! [Laughs] | think the statistics will show that women are more 
supportive of true equality than men. We've been in the situation ourselves of never 
having been treated completely equally. Still, | think we're going in the right direc- 
tion. 

Outlooks: Would you care to share your thoughts on the events of the last 
twenty-four hours and the information that Mr. Chretien has shared with us? 

Copps: Well, | think there’s an opportunity for the [GLBT] community to basically 
put its stamp on the issues of the next agenda. We have a great agenda with the 
prime minister for the next eight months and we are obviously going to have to build 
an agenda for the future. That’s something the gay and lesbian community can play a 
role in. Certainly, the last election demonstrated that you could move mountains and 
you could move ridings. And you can move the leadership of the country forward. 
And | think that’s important. W

I'm a big believer that making a furniture purchase is like buying a car, or finding a 
partner—choose it for life. A good quality furniture piece should be classic enough 
to work with your sense of style whether it’s contemporary or traditional. It should 
also be able to go from one home to another as you move from apartments to 
houses. Here’s a list of top ten pieces that every home needs: 


|. The classic slipper chair: (a side 
chair that has no arms.) The armless 
feature allows two chairs to be side by 
side in a sitting room without taking 
up a lot of space, or be on its own in 
the corner of a bedroom. It’s slim, so 
it doesn’t take up as much space as a 
regular occasional chair, yet comfort- 
able to sink into and read a book. 


2. A six-by-nine Persian rug: 
This is the size to invest in. Spend as much as you can afford on this size of rug—you 
will get so much use out of it. Its size is large enough to sit in front of a sofa, yet 
small enough to fit in a den, bedroom or even an eating nook in a kitchen. 


3. The storage ottoman: The upholstered ottoman with a hinged lid allows for 
storage, foot comfort and, topped with a tray, it easily becomes a coffee table. 


4. The rolled arm sofa bed: A classic shape that will never go out of style and 
can easily be slipcoy- 
ered when it’s time to 
redecorate. Make sure 
that the width never 
exceeds eighty inches 
Hor you may have 
trouble down the road 
moving it to another 
room. With the bed 
option, you'll always 
have space for an out 
of town guest. 


5. The five-and-a- 
half -foot tall 
armoire: Go any 
taller and you won't 
get it up the average 
staircase. This classic 


piece can hold the audio/visual equipment in the living room, act as a spare closet in 
the bedroom or become the linen chest at the end of the upstairs hall. The classic 
French Canadian pine ones are always going to look great. Want to make it look 
taller? Try adding some large wicker baskets on top to add height and additional 
storage. 


6. The Parsons dining chair: They are comfortable yet modern looking. Be 
sure to choose a neutral fabric colour because this style of chair is one that you will 
never tire of. Be sure to buy eight, even if they don’t all fit around your dining table. 
They’re just great to have on hand for extra seating. The forty-two-inch high back is 
the most classic. 


7. The Chinese or Sushi screen: Whether it’s used to hide away your corner 
home office, or helps to create a foyer by the front door of an open concept house, 
the folding screen can (and will) get moved around the house for many uses. Opened 
flat, it can be hung behind the sofa as art. 


8. A round pedestal dining table: Round is 
best because you can squeeze more people around it 
(no corners to contend with). A fifty-four-inch round 
top can sit four to six people and is the most common 
size, although the bigger the table the better, | say. 


9. The vintage trunk: Whether sitting at the end 
of the bed, being useful as a coffee table or perched in 
the front hall as a bench, this sturdy, lidded trunk can 
add a well-travelled look to any home. Just don’t fill it 
with old university books or you won’t be moving it 
anywhere! 


10. The swing-arm wall lamp...just like beside 
the bed at the hotel: It’s out of the way, off the table 
and is available in modern or traditional styling. Use 
them everywhere around the house to save table 
space. W

Overwhelming theatre

| love autumn. For me, it’s the time of 
| year when life’s cyclic patterns are most 
| apparent—school starts, the leaves turn, 
| organized social clubs kick into full swing, 
| and, most importantly, a new theatre season 
I launches again. This October, queer 
audiences in Calgary can look forward to 
| seeing two theatre productions that reflect 
| the realities of our experiences: Teatro 
erdache’s debut of Corrina Hodgson’s 
| Quietly Overwhelmed and Maple Salsa 
Theatre’s premiere of The Laramie 
Project. Both shows promise to be 
exciting events for GLBT audiences 
who are tired of looking for queer sub- 
text in a fervently straight cultural 
nvironment.

Teatro Berdache’s production of Quietly Overwhelmed has been in the works for over a year, 
after co-artistic directors Steve Gin and Larry Smith were sent a copy of Hodgson’s script 
from Buddies in Bad Times Theatre. The fledgling company, whose mandate is to reflect the 
diversity of gay and lesbian life, had just put out a call for scripts. Gin and Smith were drawn 
to the story because of its honesty in dialogue and because it was about something other than 
oppression in the lives of gays and lesbians. 


Quietly Overwhelmed is, as the title suggests, a “smaller” piece of theatre. It explores intimate 
relationships as well as our relationships to art and landscape. Hodgson was interested in 
examining “intriguing relationship dynamics”, in particular an intimate relationship between a 
straight man and a queer woman. Her script aims to pull apart the “tidy boxes” that both 
straight and queer folk would often prefer we remain inside. 


The script itself has seen tremendous development from its initial draft at Buddies in Bad 
Times Theatre to its current form today. It was extensively workshopped with Buddies in Bad 
Times and received another dramaturgical edit with Calgary playwright Sharon Pollock. 
Hodgson used the words “wonderfully helpful” in describing the script’s development with 
Buddies in Bad Times—clearly a great place for young queer scriptwriters to find their 
voice—but feels that Sharon Pollock’s female touch was the catalyst that allowed her to 
synthesize the many drafts of the script into its present form. 


Steve Gin is in typically exuberant form when discussing the first play of Teatro Berdache’s 
season, which is sponsored in part by a donation from the Outlooks Millennium Community 
Foundation. The production is slated to run in the Joyce Doolittle Theatre located in the 
Pumphouse Theatres, an intimate funky theatre space developed out of the former pump 
room. The cast represents some of Calgary's finer actors, Laura Parken, Mariette Sluyter (aka 
Spinster Girl) and Larry Smith (okay, he now lives in Toronto but Calgarians can still lay claim 
to him). Gail Hanrahan will direct the play. If you're not too familiar with local theatre this 
would be an excellent production with which to test the waters. Quietly Overwhelmed is seeing 
its first run ever, a world premiere as it were. So let me just lay my personal bias on the line 
here: buy a ticket, support local artists and witness the birth of a play. Who knows where it’s 
going to go, you can say you saw it first. 


Maple Salsa Theatre’s new season promises to add every bit as much to Calgary’s theatre 
scene as Teatro Berdache’s. The mandate of Maple Salsa is to produce alternative theatre from 
around the world. It is their intention to touch on universal issues while challenging Canadian 
audiences to see their own humanity through the eyes of different cultures. Artistic Director 
Javier Vilalta moved to Calgary from Mexico four years ago to further his theatre education 
at the University of Calgary. It was there that he met the company’s co-founders. They began 
with a bang—as participants in the 200! One Act Play Festival their production of Quartett 
won both outstanding director and production awards 


This year, Vilalta wanted to expose the work of Venezuelan gay writer Moisés Kaufman to 
Calgary audiences. Kaufman, who is noted for his fact-based work, divides his time between 
Venezuela and the U.S. The Laramie Project is an ambitious piece of theatre, with eight actors 
playing multiple roles. Kaufman and his New York-based Teutonic Theatre Project made six 
visits over the course of a year to Laramie Wyoming, interviewing citizens of the town where 
Matthew Shepard was kidnapped, beaten and left to die, in an effort to come to grips with the 
shocking event. 


The Laramie Project interviewed over 200 people in the aftermath of Shepard’s murder. The 
work is documentary and the lines spoken by characters in the play are the words spoken by 


the people of Laramie, Wyoming. The play makes the connection between the attitudes of the 
town and the two teenaged murderers who acted out these attitudes in their assault on 
Shepard. It examines the role of communities, not just individuals, in the responsibility of acts 
of hatred. 


Despite the fact that The Laramie Project has been filmed and released on video, Vilalta 
believes it is still relevant to a wider Calgary 
audience. In its examination of the broader [7 
context of such a crime it may just give Albertans | 
a chance to ponder the part their own attitudes | 
may play when it comes to violent acts committed 
against gays and lesbians. However the story may 
have evolved on film, it is sure to be different on 
stage—eight actors will be performing the roles 
that would have been given to dozens of actors in 
the film.

The Laramie Project runs from October 9 to 19 at The New Dance Theatre 
in Inglewood. Tickets are $10 and can be ordered by calling (403)670-8882. 


This is a chance to see innovative live theatre for the cost of going to a movie. Theatre that 
promises to be more entertaining than an overpriced box of popcorn while watching the 
stories of straight folk flickering across the screen. W

OUTPOST WINNIPEG Fis 


Program creates allies, 
safe spaces on campus

Dale Smith, a counsellor at Winnipeg's Rainbow Resource Centre, has received a grant of 
$49,976 from the Department of Justice for a program known as Identifying Allies: A Safe Space 
Project. Workshops will begin in late September and the hope is that the University of 
Manitoba campus will become a friendlier, more supportive place for the GLBT community. 
Smith describes the campus of 23,000 as a “don’t ask, don’t tell sort of place”. 


“People just don’t feel comfortable being themselves and there has been a steady stream of 
homophobic graffiti in wash rooms,” he says.““The authorities are very cooperative and clean it 
up once they're notified, but there is still a problem. Two years ago during a student election, 
several posters were vandalized with homophobic comments.” 


Smith got the idea for Identifying Allies after hearing about a similar program at Simon Fraser 
University. He says there are also programs at Queen’s, the University of Calgary and the 
University of Toronto, as well as many at campuses in the United States. 


“If you type the words ‘safe space’, ‘positive space’ or ‘ally’ into any internet search engine, 
you come up with a lot of programs, but they vary a great deal,’ Smith says. “Some offer 
workshops and some just offer a badge so that program supporters can identify themselves as 
GLBT friendly.’ 


The University of Manitoba program will involve two workshops and the production of a 
manual, literature and follow-up research to assess how the program is working. Smith hopes 
at least 200 people will sign up, including students, faculty and support workers. The program 
will work in conjunction with the university's student counselling and equity services depart- 
ments. Its aim is to educate anyone interested about the effects of homophobia and hetero- 
sexism. 


“The workshops begin in September and the first will be like Homophobia 101, teaching 
them about stigmatization and the damage that results,” he says. “If participants are seriously 
committed they can go on to the second workshop and learn how to be supportive, how to 
challenge homophobia if they run into it and how important it is to be inclusive.” 


Participants always have a right to opt out of the program, but if they complete it, they then 
agree to act as program allies, offering support to GLBT individuals, continuing to educate 
themselves on GLBT issues and intervening if they come across discrimination or hatred. They 
also agree to display an “Ally—Safe Space” card on their desk or office door and they can wear 
buttons bearing those words. Through raised consciousness and further education, the aim is 
to eradicate any oppressive or fearful atmosphere GLBT students might encounter on campus. 

Says Smith: “The goal is to create an environment where GLBT students feel safe and free 
to be themselves. Hopefully increased awareness of GLBT issues will lead to decreased graffiti, 
harassment and homophobia.’ 

A core group of around twenty-five is already involved in promoting the program, which will 
eventually be run by the Equity Services and Student Counselling departments, once Smith has 
finished doing the groundwork. 

Rosalyn Howard, of Equity Services, says most people are initially supportive of encouraging 
campus diversity. “The majority feel you should treat all people with respect and they can see 
the advantages of having an open, inclusive campus,” she says. “The real problem is getting

people to sign up and commit further to doing something. Most people are stressed with 
deadlines and a million other things to do, so the challenge is to get them past a passive approval 
of the program to actually signing up and making a difference. For many there are more impor- 
tant priorities.” 


Howard says overt homophobia isn’t a huge issue, rather it’s that heterosexism seems to be 
entrenched on campus, making it harder for GLBT people to relate openly and honestly: “We 
do have supporters and they come from all areas of the university, including professors and 
teachers, students and support staff;’ she adds. “We are pleased with the interest and hopeful 
it will translate into a successful program.” 


The Rainbow Resource Centre has also announced that the group Healthy Child Manitoba 
has approved a $10,000 grant to help with the costs of the Breaking Barriers in Education 
Project. It began a year ago with funding from Health Canada and the Winnipeg Foundation, a 
huge local charitable trust. Project coordinators deliver anti-homophobia training to pre- 
service teachers in the Faculty of Education at the University of Manitoba, equipping them with 
the tools to challenge any homophobia they encounter in their teaching careers. The program 
encourages them to provide inclusive, positive representations of sexual minorities in the 
curriculum and tells them how to deal with overt classroom homophobia. 


Lisa Passante, president of the Rainbow Resource Centre, says both programs will help the 
GLBT community maintain important links on campus and she is hopeful the positive support 
of federal and provincial governments will help the centre eventually get long-term sustainable 
funding to ensure the educational environment in both schools and universities will become far 
more positive for GLBT people. W

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HELLO POSSUMS,

It seemed like the perfect publicity stunt. The 
day that the 14th annual Queer Film and Video 
Festival was slated to begin, hundreds of 
Vancouverites opened their morning e-mails to 
find an hilariously ironic missive. It seemed the 
provincial government was threatening to halt 
the opening night gala screening of a documen- 
tary on Little Sister’s bookstore’s endless 
ee struggle against the federal government's 
censors. Only, it wasn’t a brilliant stroke 
on the part of the festival’s canny publicity 
committee. It was a genuine threat by the 
provincial government to fine the Capital 6 
Theatre if it permitted the screening of 
Little Sister’s vs. Big Brother, Aerlynn 
Weissman’s epic documentary of the bookstore's epic struggle.

The provincial government censoring a film about federal government censorship. Isn’t it 
brilliant? Not only does it advance federal-provincial relations enormously, it provides a heart- 
stopping reminder that this battle isn’t nearly won. 


On the face of it, the province had a point. They claimed the film was not “classified” (i.e. 
rated), for screening in the province. But that is flawed logic, because film festivals, including 
this one, comprise society members only (a portion of the ticket price covers the cost of 
membership in a non-profit society), making it, essentially, a private screening. More to the 
point, the government had not moved on similar screenings over the previous thirteen years 
of the queer festival, nor had organizers of the renowned Vancouver International Film Festival 
ever encountered such obstructions. But that’s not all that might lead us to think discrimina- 
tion was at play here. The provincial censors (officially known as the B.C. Film Classification 
Board) waited until business hours had ended the night before the festival’s gala opening was 
scheduled to issue their threat to the theatre. This, predictably, left the organizers struggling 
to make sense of the threat and to launch a massive mobilization of the local public, who were 
rightfully outraged. As the hourly radio news clocked events throughout the day, reports 
suggested the film might not screen. Eventually, the censors bowed to pressure and allowed 
the screening to go ahead, but demanded to see copies of eleven other films scheduled for 
the festival. 


By the time the crowd showed up for the screening, they were loaded for bear. 


The pent-up anger and frustration was palpable in the room, adding immense poignancy to 
the content of the film, which is all about a small gay and lesbian bookstore’s costly, debilitating 
struggle against petty, homophobic federal bureaucratic guidelines. 


The film is a top-notch chronicle of the legal and regulatory battle Little Sister’s has faced 
almost since the day it opened its doors. It has been systematically targeted by Canada 
Customs officials who red-flag shipments to the store and find any excuse to hold the costly 
inventory for weeks or months. Over the years, books have arrived at the store soiled from 
extensive handling, even dumped unceremoniously at the front door of the store in 
Vancouver's intemperate weather. Store co-owner Jim Deva says a customs official once told 
him they leave the material in the lunchroom for customs officials to thumb through over their

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meals, searching for obscenity. (Those intrepid bureaucrats never rest.) Even after Little 
Sister’s apparently won a case earlier this year, the practical result of the decision has had little 
impact on the daily lives of the censors and the store. 


Remember, this is not Chapters. Little Sister's is a small bookstore like any other, struggling 
to make payroll like any other small business. And their financial and emotional resources have 
been absorbed for the vast part of the store’s existence with fighting just to keep books on 
their shelves. 


Still, despite the store’s ongoing battle, one might have expected the screening to have been 
a typical documentary launch, with polite audience members appreciating the fine craftsper- 
sonship and the tenacity of the store owners and staff. The reality of the day’s events, however, 
gave added electricity to the gala. The panel discussion after the screening allowed principals 
and audience members to vent frustration. Deva told the crowd that, in one of the most 
appalling examples of indiscriminate censorship, one of the first publications to delineate safe- 
sex techniques, around 1985, arrived at the store with black marks through all the relevant 
text. 


Weismann, the filmmaker, said she was naturally horrified by the turn of events, but she’s 
savvy enough to know a good public relations coup when she sees one. It is easy to sit back 
as an observer and watch a film about a powerful social issue and then forget about it when 
one leaves the theatre. The immediacy of censorship’s grasping talons becomes immediate 
when you're not even certain if your Thursday night plans are going to work out. 


The passion in the theatre that night showed the unwillingness to have our lives’ stories 
expunged by a censor’s whim. The sustained, uproarious ovation received by the Little Sister's 
folks when they approached the front of the theatre shows the community recognizes—and 
appreciates—the stand the small store has taken for the rights of the whole community, 
indeed the whole country. W

If you had no idea that 50, 000 people in Canada, have tested positive for HIV, and that 
it’s estimated that an additional thirty percent are infected but don’t know it, you should. If 
you had no idea that HIV infection in Toronto is on the rise and that Toronto has one of the 
highest infection rates in Canada, you should. If you had no idea that AIDS is still fatal and 
there is no vaccine or cure, you should. Now, if you knew all that, then you should under- 
stand the reasons why participation and donations are needed for the |3th annual AIDS 
Walk Toronto. 


Although 7.5 million dollars has been raised by AIDS Walk, since its inception in 1989, 
and attendance has grown to an expected twelve to 15,000, the message that this is a 
fundraising event for people, infected and affected by HIV andAIDS, still needs to be commu- 
nicated. Richard Bowring, Chair of the Steering Committee for AIDS Walk Toronto stresses 
that it is a fundraising event for that very reason. “There’s a lot of moral support, but not 
enough financial support. Only two to 3,000 of people participating bring in funds, or 
donate” he says. Understandably, with the availability now of pledge forms online, it’s hoped 
that a majority of those participating this year will help AIDS organizations, more monetarily 
then in good will and participation. All the money raised from the walk goes to the AIDS 
Committee of Toronto (ACT), and then to several smaller AIDS service organizations that 
don’t have the resources to launch a large fundraising event. Reasons for people partici- 
pating are many, but usually people do so, for friends and loved ones they’ve lost to the 
disease,as well as those who have been affected. 


For some of you reading this 
| presently, there may be a lack 
of knowledge about AIDS. Not 
in what AIDS does to those 
| infected or how to prevent it. 
Many of us of the generation 
| frequenting gay clubs now, have 
been taught about AIDS, since 
we basically came of age to go 
clubbing. However, there is a 
lack of knowledge in the 
experience of how AIDS 
AIDS Walk team affected our community 
eT | and what it was like to be 
living in the time ies it wie broke out. With the infection of young people in Toronto 
today, Bowring states, “[Many] don’t know and haven't experienced the eighties death 
syndrome. To them its just another STD; it’s not.” It would take you to live in that period 
of time, to see friends from all ages and stages of your life die, to understand. For it to be 
common to attend funerals every week or so. To see even that huge muscular trick, from 
three months ago, wither away and cruise up Church Street in a wheelchair. Bowring’s 
partner, who is HIV-positive, recounted to him the number of funerals he attended in five 
years, and they exceeded the number that Bowring has attended in his entire life. If the 
picture | paint is upsetting, it’s meant to be, so that those of you who had no idea will under- 
stand. None of us of the clubbing generation are living with the epidemic that was 
presented to the generation before us, but we have no idea how long the cocktail will delay 
the inevitable. For those who began the cocktail in the early ‘90s, it’s not known how long 
their life may be extended. It’s only a matter of time before the drugs, that helped reduce 
this disease stop working and life begins to repeat itself. Many of us do understand, we 
know those that are infected and we see them carry on with their lives. However, as 
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Richard Bowring points out, “What [people] may not recognize is they see this person for 
four to six hours of their day, but they don’t see them in the evening when they have night 
sweats or diarrhea or when they're throwing up. Or six months later, when they have liver 
problems or kidney stones.” Yes, many of us understand AIDS, but still lack the knowledge 
of how to prevent it effectively. It's become of greater importance for ACT to advertise 
safe sex due to the increased infection in Toronto, (the ‘Welcome to Condom Country’ 
posters), but some are slow to not get caught up in the excitement of sex, and to realize 
that the cocktail is not a cure, just a temporary fix. | even realize as | write this, some may 
get the idea, but many will ignore it, already feeling saturated by AIDS information. So, | 
guess we have to let those others walk their own path, and hope that the ones who do get 
it, will help make a difference on AIDS Walk Day. 


As much a community event as a fundraiser, the event will begin at Nathan Phillips Square, 
at 2pm, with check-in beginning at noon. Teams are encouraged, corporate sponsorship is 
always a benefit and, of course, organizers want everyone to have fun. Live entertainment 
will be on hand before, during and after the walk and a beer and barbeque garden will be 
set up at the finish. If you have Sunday, September 22nd free, get some friends together and 
participate, but, please, bring pledges! Even if it’s only ten to twenty dollars, every little bit 
helps and is appreciated.

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2002 Provincial report card

The Outlooks 2002 Provincial Report Card examines the ten provinces in Canada in an 
attempt to evaluate the progression of gay rights across the country. The evaluation process 
involves using established criteria to determine which provinces are supportive of gay and 
lesbian issues and concerns. All evaluations are based on information available in news articles, 
interviews and supplementary resources. Each province scored a letter grade (A, B, C, D, F) 
on three criteria. The grades were then combined to rank the ten provinces. The evaluation 
criteria include: 


* Government: Provincial laws that exist to promote equal rights for gays and lesbians and 
the attitude of the provincial government toward gay and lesbian issues. 


* Community Resources: Resources and events, which support the gay and lesbian commu- 
nity and the accessibility of these resources within the province. 


* Public Support: Support of the gay and lesbian community and its current issues, such as 
gay marriage, among the province's general population.

Quebec's government leads the country in support of the gay ana ian | gopamunity. The 
National Assembly of Quebec unanimously passed Bill 84 on June 2, allowing for the 
registration of same-sex unions and permitting adoption by homosexual partners. The 
province also provides same-sex couples with the same legal benefits and obligations as their 
traditionally married counterparts. Montreal is the epicentre of gay culture in the province. 
The city boasts more bathhouses than any other location in North America, and over one 
million gay and lesbian tourists visit annually. Montreal even features a gay wedding chapel 
where same-sex couples can be married (federally recognized or not). Gay culture is evident 
throughout the province, even in smaller towns and cities. Quebec residents also lead the 
nation in support of gay and lesbian issues. Over seventy pefcent-of Quebecers approve of 
same-sex marriage. / \

cial government has passed laws granting various rights to homosexuals, including adoption of 
children by same-sex partners. On July 12,2002 three Ontario Superior Court judges ruled 
that the province and federal government are violating the Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
by denying same-sex marriages (the decision is being appealed by the federal government). 
Progressive Conservative Premier Ernie Eves has stated that he does not oppose gay 
marriage. A Catholic high school student, Marc Hall, recently won a court injunction allowing 
him to bring his boyfriend to a school prom. Toronto is the gay hub of the province-the annual 
gay pride events attract over 500,000 people. Gay resources are available in most regions of 
the province. Public support in Ontario for same-sex marriage sits at the national average of 
slightly over fifty percent.

BC’s government has generally supported the advancement of gay rights. The province

Although 
more than sixty percent of the population supports gay marriage, some smaller towns in the 
interior regions have fought against the advancement of gay rights. Terrace, a logging town, 
recently made national news when it was forced to proclaim a Lesbian Gay Bisexual and 
Transgender Pride Day by the B.C. Human Rights Tribunal after it had initially refused.

In addition, Nova Scotia’s highest court recently ruled the province 
must allow child adoption by same-sex partners. Halifax is home to the largest gay commu- 
nity in the province, and tends to attract gays and lesbians from other maritime regions.

The Progressive Conservative government of Alberta has continually delayed granting rights 
to homosexuals. Alberta outright refused to add sexual orientation to its Human Rights Code 
until the Supreme Court of Canada forced it to do so. Even though the province dges allow 
the adoption of children by homosexual partners (due to a court challenge), it recently passed 
the Marriage Act which states that Alberta will use the “notwithstanding clause” to prevent it 
from ever having to recognize gay marriages. Premier Ralph Klein has become increasingly 
vocal about fighting the progression of gay rights in the province. Major centers with signifi- 
cant gay populations and resources include the capital city of Edmonton and Calgary. With 
less than half of the population supporting same-sex marriage,Alberta shares the lowest public 
support of gay and lesbian issues with Saskatchewan.

New Brunswick's provincial government has amended legislation to allow for support 
payments between same-sex partners. However, the province does not register same-sex 
unions, allow child adoption by homosexual couples, or provide benefits for gays and lesbians 
(with the exception of provincial employees). Gay life in the province resides in the cities of 
St. John, Moncton, and Fredericton. The population’s support of gay and lesbian issues is 
roughly consistent with the national average. 


Regardless of where a province ranked on the Outlooks 2002 Provincial Report Card, there 
is always room for improvement (especially in the community resources category). This article 
simply provides a snapshot of provincial gay rights and support from coast-to-coast and 
highlights certain areas that require special attention. Undoubtedly, much will change in the 
near future, especially as we anticipate the decision of the typically liberal Supreme Court of 
Canada on gay marriage.

The battle over censorship 
in Canada

Little Sister’s vs. Big Brother is another shining example. 


Anyone who’s taken a trip to Vancouver should already be familiar with Little Sister’s 
bookstore. Deep in the village, it’s been a landmark on the West Coast scene for about 
twenty years. 


And what a run it’s been. Trailblazing, and sometimes set ablaze, it’s grown from half-a- 
dozen sparsely stocked shelves into a queer clearing house of information and support. 


But it’s the most notorious side of Little Sister’s history, which this documentary illus- 
trates. The bookstore has earned a reputation for fighting with the Canadian legal system. 
And just like every GLBT legal battle, it’s been a case of small minds and political cowardice 
making an easy victim of our community. 


Except in this case, the victim was anything but easy. 


Almost as soon as Little Sister’s opened, Canada Customs began to make a habit of 
opening, reading and denying entry to book after book; magazine after magazine. But the 
owners and staff of Little Sister’s have never accepted the punishment they were being 
given. 

The show begins in the early 1980s, perfectly illustrating the mass feeling of personal 
sexual freedom that still reigned in those last few days before AIDS hit full force. Most of 
us today (even those of you not born at that time) would at first feel right at home in those 
days. The parades were big, bright and full of joy. 


There were leather daddies, twinkies, diesel dykes and all the same sexual combinations 
we have today.

Looking beyond the uniforms and now dated mainstream fashion trends, you would also 
see a huge difference in sexual attitudes. Gay sex was the only safe sex. No one got 
pregnant, and there wasn’t much you could catch that wasn’t curable with a quick needle 
at the local clinic. 


The literature of the time reflected that growing sexual awareness and exploration. 
Little Sister’s carried books, magazines and other material that explored every option and 
every fetish.And it did so without judgement, in the most raw and honest way possible. 


But as this show illustrates, the anti-queer attitude of petty bureaucrats was quick to 
step on that spirit of freedom and liberty. Customs agents soon began to unilaterally seize 
shipments of books coming over the border for the store. Often on the say so of a single, 
untrained and obviously bigoted agent. 


Oscar Wilde, Jane Rule, just about anyone whose material dealt with anything out of the 
puritanically ordinary had their works banned. And when the store decided to appeal, it 
could take months before they could be heard. 


So Little Sister’s fought back, mounting a court action against Canada Customs. The fight 
was long.And as this documentary shows, it wasn’t always easy. By the time the case ended 
(just a year or so back), Little Sister’s and its allies had spent well over $100,000 to take 
the case all the way to the Supreme Court. 


Even for those who find the legal system boring and dry (despite Dermott Mulroney), 
this story engages by focusing on the humanity of the fight. Most telling is when one of 
the store’s book buyers comes close to tears, recalling how they've been able to prevent 
teenage suicides simply by giving confused young people the information that says it’s okay 
for them to be who they are. And when Canada Customs says a book is obscene, how it 
could be that very book which lets a teen know they’re not evil, abnormal, or alone? 


Then there’s the tale of the many people who found themselves by working at, or simply 
coming to, Little Sister’s. Especially warming is how diverse they are within our community. 
Begun by two gay men, they quickly realized they needed other viewpoints to truly serve 
everyone.A lesbian manager soon started, and others of all sexual orientations and prefer- 
ences followed. In that way, despite the years of sexual and medical fear, despite the never- 
ending fear of physical harm, and despite the constant fear of censorship, the inner freedom 
of our community has never been completely beaten down. 


If | have one niggling little complaint, it’s the music. 


| remember the first time | heard the song Rise Up. It was a wonderful little Canadian 
dance tune that was an uplifting call for resistance. But if | watch one more queer 
Canadian documentary or movie with that song, I’m going to officially turn my back on the 
80s. 


That said, there’s nothing in Little Sister’s vs. Big Brother that isn’t worth the viewing. 


The story is a perfect illustration of how and why we must continue to fight against 
prejudice and oppression. And just like the Little Sister’s bookstore’s material that let's 
Vancouver's GLBT population know they’re not alone, this is a documentary that let’s us 
know how in each of our own struggles, we're not alone either W

How could a small oasis in the California desert, with streets named after Frank 
Sinatra, Bob Hope, Gerald Ford and Gene Autry, become a gay tourist mecca? It’s simple 
when you realize that well over thirty percent of the population of Palm Springs is 
comprised of gays and lesbians, which gives this lush green neighborhood surrounded by 
desert a “family” population of approximately 30,000. The rainbow flag can be seen flying 
nearly everywhere, which means that safety and acceptance is generally the order of the 
day. With more than forty gay and lesbian accommodations, the GLBT traveller will feel 
right at home the instant they arrive at the Palm Springs airport, which is located just a 
few minutes from the centre of the action. It’s all here for the vacation-hungry: poolside 
lounging, fabulous dining experiences and a very hot bar scene. You can do as little as you 
wish or live it up big-time. In this compact resort area, everything under the sun is avail- 
able—and the sun itself is a year ‘round main attraction. With only fifteen to twenty days 
of rain per year, being able to enjoy warm sunshine on your holiday is almost a guarantee. 
The months of October through March are the most temperate, with highs between 
seventy and ninety degrees Fahrenheit, while May through September will take you into 
the low |00-degree range with a dry, fresh desert heat. Add to this the abundance of 
swimming pools for daytime enjoyment and the hot nightlife, and you can understand just 
why Frank Sinatra, Bob Hope, Gerald Ford and Gene Autry “surrendered” to the calling 
of the gay community.

We're Proud to have been part of the 
Gay Pride celebrations in British Columbia. 
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There are very few subjects as passionately 
charged as that of unprotected sexual inter- 


rears its head from time to time but is 
quickly pushed back into the shadows. By 
closing down discussion on the subject, 
we do a huge disservice. 


The fact is that there have always been 
new HIV infections in Canada and this 
includes the gay and bisexual community. 

Aside from those infections resulting from 
sharing injection equipment, we know the 
vast majority are from barebacking. Statistics 
show the number of infections is on the rise. 
Learning from the past is perhaps the one thing we can 

do. The time has come to open the dialogue on barebacking. 


For many years, we have heard the safer sex message: using condoms consis- 
tently and correctly can prevent HIV transmission. For some, the safer sex 
message has become an issue of denial and thus the message is dismissed as irrel- 
evant for them. 


“\ dont know my status and don’t want to know. | feel fine and will worry 
about it when | have to...” is not an uncommon statement. Unprotected sexual 
intercourse is a choice that some make, some of the time or all of the time. The 
“just Don't Do It!” message is not working for many people. Safe, insightful and 
non-judgmental dialogue may serve to better understand this choice. 


We have witnessed the development of effective new drugs and changing 
funding priorities. Once infected, people are maintaining their health much 
longer. Yet, there is a resounding silence when it comes to safer sex messages or 
programs targeted at gay and bisexual men. 


There is no doubt that using condoms and water-based lube is one way to 
“prevent HIV transmission from one persons’ semen to another persons’ blood 
system through the fragile lining of the anus. If everyone practiced this, we would 
see infections diminish and stop. The statistics reveal that the men’s gay and 
bisexual community continues to skirt the issue, and that unprotected anal inter- 
course remains an option for some people. 


lt is easy to adopt the judgmental perspective that barebacking is “stupid” and 
that only “irresponsible” people would do it. It is a subject laden with emotion 
and judgment. However, the reality is that those people who practice unsafe sex 
continue to become infected and will continue to die. The view that unprotected 
sex is a “bad thing” is broadly supported in the media, by sexuality educators, 
medical professionals and within communities disproportionately impacted by 
HIV. Now is the time to bring into the discourse those who do choose the 
option of barebacking. 


The reasons for barebacking are as varied as the people involved. The issues 
around unprotected sex are no different than any activity that puts a person ata 
health tisk. Age, economic status, self-image, culture, lack of fear and other social 
issues are but a few. Unless some of the underlying issues are dealt with, some 
people will continue to bareback. 


In this time of medical breakthroughs, longer-term survival and an expanding 
selection of treatment options, this message to practice safe sex becomes even 
more important in the prevention of HIV. At one time, the period from infection 


to the development of an opportunistic infection was ten years or more. VVe. 


have no real data to tell us what it is with these new medical developments, but 
it is perhaps safe to assume it is much longer: 


The community and those who educate must understand the needs to recog- 
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course. The “trend”, known as barebacking, 


nize barebacking as a part of a continuum of sexual choices that more and more 
people seem to be making. The issues are complex: new treatments and ways to 
monitor the virus in a person’s blood, while improving significantly the lives of 
persons living with HIV and AIDS, only add to the complexity, as they appear to 
minimize the risks of unsafe sex. 


Groups across Canada have continually advocated for a larger government 
commitment in the fight against the spread of HIV. That call has gone unanswered 
and funding remains at the same level as it was ten years ago! In some commu- 
nities education and prevention initiatives for gay and bisexual men has all but 
disappeared. How many Canadians need to become infected or die this time __ 
around before the issue is back on the table? All groups involved agree that a - 
significant influx of money is needed if we are to find solutions to these emerging ce 
challenges. ae 


Another, much more far-reaching issue that needs to be addressed is that of 
alienated youth. 


Speak to a young person today and they will tell you, “There is nothing fun for 
us—we should not smoke, we should not go out in the sun, fast food is bad for 
us, we should not drink. Even sex can kill us!’ In an era of intensive direct — 
marketing in which sex is the sizzle, these words resonate! Yet, at the same time 
we give very loud “No sex!” or “Safer sex!” messages. Those of an earlier gener- 
ation recount their experience of sexual freedom before AIDS. Partying, drinking 
and experimentation were a big part of the rock and roll and disco cultures. 
Many young people, including gay, lesbian or bisexual youth, feel short-changed - 
and that the fun things are now taboo or politically incorrect. In a culture that 
still recognizes youth and the image of health as a measure of individual wo 
the implications that barebacking could destroy both your health and yo 
should be obvious. 


There is a significant rise in HIV infection among youth. ha \ 
look at some of the reasons for this—not the least of which may b 
loss of hope among younger people. At one time you were relatively 
you finished high school, college or university there would be a job \ 
could apply your skills and earn a living. At some point, you coult 
owning a car or buying a home. It was a matter of time. For many young people 
this lifestyle is a far off dream. Even the possibility of renting a decent apartmen 
on ones own is unattainable! The hopeful anticipation of the future just 
exist for some youth. 


At one time, parents and those grown ups around a young person 1 delivered 
messages of personal safety and behaviour, “Don’t smoke”, “Don't drink”,“Don't" 
have sex until you are married!” and “Don’t do drugs!” were among many 
messages we received and were (sometimes) reinforced within peer groups. 
Somewhere along the way, a paradigm shift took place. We all got busy. Ir t 
busy-ness, the messages are delivered in a very different way and through | 
different medium. Once delivered by parents, the messages are now delivered in 
a public way through the media. Where once a frowning parent was what 
had to worry about at 3 am, it is now often a more detached source > for this” 
censure that the young people of today experience. 


The challenge is for us to understand the impact of this and engage s youth | in 
way that gives them hope for the future. This holds true in the gay, lesbian ane 
bisexual community. Mentoring programs, safe spaces and open, honest commu-_ : 
nication about real issues will build a hopeful future. vy.
